Congressional tax leaders have made It dear 
that je.OOO.OOO.OOO to $10,000,000,000 la the 
moat the President Li likely to get In the 
months ahead. Mr. Truman's tax mfMnge 
Bottled on the latter fiduvc. 

He hasn't abandoned his overall goal, how- 
ever, nnd plans to request more taxes later. 
Possibly ho Is counting on the painful logic 
or appropriations Tor defcnflo to convince 
the ifltmiSkers they must do sllll more. 
01 the sum he's seeking now, the PreaJdent 
-thinks $4,000,000,000 shouXd-Come-frotQ-lilghBiL 
Individual Income levies, 53.000,000.000 from 
raided corporate taxes, and (3,000,000,000 In 
new excise taxes. 

To get the added (4.000,000.000 from per- 
sonal Incomes, Mr. Truman proposes upplng- 
rates about four parccntnge points In each 
bracttet.

Even though the exemption may remain 
unchanged, it's obvious that if the President's 
plan goes through, all ot us will know we've 
been hit. ITioro Is no painless way to arm our- 
-aelres and-help arm the-free world-and-etlU 
maintain civilian life at a reasonably high' 
level. 

Congress may drag Ita leet lor many weelw 
on k new tax bill, but ultimately it will un- 
doubtedly approve a measure close to the 
President's figure. The altcrtiotlvo is too grim 
even for a politician to contemplate. For 
taxation Is acknowledged on all sides to be 
one of the chief brakes on Inflation. Without 
It, controls and other weapons are.not be- 
lieved lUely to work effectively. 

That point Is unquestionably more persua- 
sive with the lawmakers than the argument 
of a balanced budget. 

It Is because Mr. Truman himself Is now 
urging a balanced budget that he will be back 
later to seek another $6,500,000,000. When he 
presents that case, he'U find his audience 
much tougher. For the trend of congressional 
thloUng U tbat'.|fD,OO0,000,000' }^ a big 
enough bite to discourage heavy individual 
and corporate spendlnj. A bigger one. the 
feeling Is. wpuld probably act too strongly as 
a damper on business enterprise and Ini- 
tiative. 

Further tax demands will be a test of the 
President's financial wizardry, since further 
hikes In personal and corporate levies beyond 
his current proposals have so dim a prospect. 
Unleu he can devise some Ingenious new 
taxation methods, what he Is asking now is 
perhaps all he will get. 

TYRANNY IS THREAT
